PICTURESQUE CAREER . 


’ For many: yenrs -0 ‘one of the mop’ 
prominent and pictureaque figures 
in- Chineso national politics, Mar- 
shal Chan King-ming (Chen 
Chiung-ming), a formor . Tuchun 
and .Civil Govornor of Kwang-tung 
Province, died at his residonce at 
No, 26,. Yuk Sau Street, , Happy 
Valley, on "Friday morning, at the 
age of 67. ° 

The cause of death. was. typhoid 
fever. Ho is. survived by his 
mother, three sons and five daugh- 
ters, 

From a humble “begiriniiy, the 
late Marshal Chan. quickly gained 
the post of Commandant ‘in the 
Kwangtung army, and in 1913, 
backed by a large military follow- 
ing of his clansmen. from Wal- 
chow, he was appointed as Tuchun 
for Kwangtung. From this posi- 
tion, however, .he was foreed to 
resign owing..to the monarchical 
designs of President Yuen Sh{-kal, 
whom he strongly opposed. 

“Following tho death of President 
Yuan Shi-kai, Marshal Chan again 
resumed the direction of -military 
affairs ‘In the south in the Direc- 
torate of Dr. Sun Yat-sen, and was 
appointed Civil Governor of tho 
provinca concurrently with his 
military post, It was at this stage 
of his career, 1922, that Marshal 
Chan carried out his greatest coup, 
springing a surprise attack on the 
Presidential Yamen in Canton and 
causing a temporary suspension of 
the regime set up by Dr. Sun Yat- 
sen in Canton in opposition to the 
northern government. Dr. Sun, 
however, was warned of the attack, 
and made his escape.
